She wo u ld no t ad mit 
she had a child . She o nly insisted she 
had nev er had a child by Smith. She

nex t the embankment; bu t the ho rse 
refu sed to be co erced and seemed to 
gro w frantic with fear and 
ex cite­ 
ment, making a d ash fo r the d anger 
p o int, as if bent o n co u rting d anger, 
falling o n the v ery ed ge o f the em­ 
bankment. 
The d riv er d id no t lo se 
his p resence o f mind , and su cceed ed 
in reaching terra firma with his sis­ 
ter as ho rse and v ehicle went ro lling 
o v er and d o wn the hill, halting at the 
bo tto m, with the steed bad ly shaken 
u p and the bu ggy a co mp lete wreck. 
Miss Littell t s all right this mo rning, 
thankfu l to the Master fo r her v ery 
narro w 
escap e. 
She is well kno wn 
in 
this city , hav ing p racticed med i­ 
cine o n Fifth street so me time since. 
This is 
the 
seco nd ad v entu re she 
has had with the same steed , and she 
has reached the co nclu sio n that she 
will u se a q u ieter, o ld er and mo re se­ 
d ate and well behav ed animal in the 
fu tu re. Her nu mero u s friend s in East 
Liv erp o o l are this mo rning co ngratu ­ 
lating her o n her v ery narro w es- 
cap e. 
The accid ent o ccu rred o n the bo u tn- 
sid e, at a p o int d istant abo u t three 
miles fro m Co o k’s Ferry .

ho rse, which was a sp irited animal, 
became frightened at a p assing street 
car and ran o ff. 
The d riv er was taken u naware and 
befo re he co u ld reco v er co ntro l o f the 
ho rse it had reached the p av ement in 
fro nt o f the resid ence o f Co lo nel 
J. 
N. Tay lo r. 
The animal co llid ed with the iro n 
fence where it makes the tu rn at the 
fro nt gate and stru ggled alo ng fo r a 
d istance o f 20 feet, finally getting its 
left 
fro nt leg entangled in the iro n 
p ickets and fell with its entire weight 
o n the to p o f the fence, fo rcing the 
sharp p o ints into the animal’s flesh 
in sev eral p laces. 
Qu ite a cro wd had co llected by this 
time and an effo rt was at o nce mad e 
to ex tract the 
ho rse fro m the v ery 
u nco mfo rtable p o sitio n. It was taken 
by the brid le and in an effo rt to re­ 
gain its feet fell again, the fo o t still 
being fast in the fence. When it fell 
the seco nd time sev eral mo re p u nct­ 
u res were mad e in the animal’s sto m­ 
ach. The ho rse’s fo o t was finally freed 
and it was ro lled fro m the fence o nto 
the p av ement, where it lay fo r so me 
time u ntil assisted to its feet. 
The 
harness had been bro ken in 
sev eral p laces, and a p iece o f the 
shaft and single tree was still hang­ 
ing to the 
traces. 
When the ho rse 
was go tten to the street and a light 
stru ck by a by stand er it was d isco v ­ 
ered that the ho rse was bleed ing p ro ­ 
fu sely fro m fo u r wo u nd s in its breast 
and sto mach. 
It was 
taken to the 
barn o f Bu rns & McQu ilkin, the o wn­ 
ers o f the beast, and 
a 
v eterinary 
su mmo ned , who mad e him as co mfo rt­ 
able as p o ssible after the wo u nd s had 
been d ressed . 
The ho rse is o ne o f a team o wned 
by Bu rns & McQu ilkin, kno wn as the 
“star team” and has the rep u tatio n o f 
ru nning o ff whenev er an o p p o rtu nity 
affo rd s. 
It is said the accid ent last night 
was d u e entirely to the lack o f care 
o n the p art o f the d riv er, as its na­ 
tu re was su fficiently well kno wn 
to 
req u ire co nstant watching when being 
d riv en. 
The animal is bad ly bru ised abo u t 
the legs, and altho u gh slightly better 
this mo rning, it will be so me time be­ 
fo re it can be taken fro m the barn. 
Neither o f the o ccu p ants o f 
the 
bu ggy were hu rt. Bo th were thro wn 
o u t, ho wev er, and were v ery fo rtu nate 
in escap ing serio u s inju ry . 


William Bro wn, a bru shmaker, liv ­ 
ing with the family o f Jo sep h Maek- 
sinberger, 151 So p hia street, d ied y es­ 
terd ay aged 51 y ears. 
Bro wn was a nativ e o f Pru ssia and 
• sp o ke no English, hav ing been in this 
j co u ntry bu t three y ears. He had been 
i in this city fiv e mo nths and was em- 
j p lo y ed in the bru sh facto ry o t Au gu st 
Gicthlen, o n Fo u rth street. 
Deceased has a bro ther in New Yo rk 
who m 
the au tho rities hav e no tified 
o f his bro ther’s d eath, bu t it is hard ly 
likely that*he will reach here In time 
to attend the fu neral. 
Mr. Bro wn had been su ffering with 
malaria fev er fo r two mo nths, and 
o n Tu esd ay became mu ch wo rse, d y ing 
so me time Wed nesd ay night. 
Deceased was bo rn in Po sen, Pru s­ 
sia, where his father was engaged in 
¿he 
manu factu re o f 
bru shes. 
His 
family 
there 
are 
q u ite 
wealthy , 
Bro wn, himself carried insu rance o n 
his life in a Berlin co mp any to the 
amo u nt o f $2,000. He was also a mem­ 
ber o f the bru shmakers’ u nio n o f New 
Yo rk. 
The bo d y was taken to the u nd ertak­ 
ing ro o ms o f J. D. West, Six th street, 
where it was p rep ared fo r bu rial.

The Pittsburg Post today contains 
the following account of the Verona 
tragedy, but all efforts to locate the 
Pearl mentioned in the article were 
unsuccessful: 
When Deputy Coroner Mark Donley 
went to Verona yesterday .he found a 
trunkful of interest connecting Mrs. 
Allen Smith and her husband who 
shot and killed Howard McDade be­ 
cause of the latter’s attentions to the 
former. Mrs. Smith is in jail now, be­ 
ing held as a witness in the case. Her 
husband is still at large. McDade died 
yesterday. 
Mrs. Smith’s past seems cloaked in 
mystery. She is only 21 years old, yet 
there is evidence that she was mar­ 
ried once before. She has a child four 
years oldrnow in the possession 
Alma Creel, of Parkersburg, W. Va. 
A letter was found written by Attor­ 
ney Joseph A. Watson, of 
Parkers­ 
burg, W. Va., and addressed to Alma 
Creel, stating: 
* 
“Rosa Hall informs me that 
you 
have in your possession her four-year- 
old child and refuse to give her up. 
You will save trouble and expense 
by giving the child up on demand. If 
you do not suit will be brought against 
you.” 
Rosa Hall and Mrs. Smith are one 
and the same. Hall is believed to be 
the 
name 
of 
her 
first 
hus­ 
band. Letters from 
Mrs. Smith’s 
sister, Pearl, written from Empire and 
East Liverpool, O., frequently 
refer 
to a child, Alma. Some of these let 
ters are of an extremely pathetic na­ 
ture. 
Deputy Coroner Donley visited Mrs. 
Smith at the jail yesterday and tried 
to get some information from her. 
Her silence 
was 
Sphinx-like. 
She 
would not admit that she had been 
married twice. She would not admit 
she had a child. She only insisted she 
had never had a child by Smith. She 
said she had married Smith three 
years ago and had been living at Ve­ 
rona three months. Previous to that 
time they had lived at Scott’s board­ 
ing house, in Second avenue, for a 
short time. That was as far back as 
she would go. 
In a letter written to her by her sis­ 
ter at Empire, October 27, 1899, Pearl 
says: 
"Pap says that as long as we have 
a home you shall have one, too, and 
we will do the beat we can by you and 
Athal.” 
Another letter written on March ll 
of the following year asks her: 


"Are you still working at the same 
Place?” That would indicate a sepa­ 
ration. A postscript to that letter in­ 
ures, “Oh, yes, have you got sweet 
little Athal now?” 


°n May 14, 1900, the sister wrote 
from East Liverpool: “This is to let 
you know that we are being tossed 
ar*md Uke a lot of old shoes. I am 


here with Mrs. Nidger. 
Pap sold all 
the things. I would just love to see 
Athal. 
Well, Rosa, I suppose 
you 
have no home now, but Pap says he 
will try to get one next winter. He 
is in Cumberland. 
He is just like a 
fish out of water. I’ve got this paper 
soaking wet. Now see the big tears. 
I am so out of heart I could jump 
in the river asd drown myself.” 
In a letter written April 18, no year 
being mentioned, Pearl says: 
“Come 
home, Rosa. Then you can stay when 
you get to be an old woman. Write 
soon and tell us all about it.”

The tragedy

Sympathy 
is divided. Just before McDade died' 
he became repentant and called hisl

So far a s the mere cost of glaze is 


concerned, leadless glazes are proba­ 


bly at h ast 20 to 25 per cent cheaper 


than lead glazes, which in itself would 


be a sufficient reason to induce 
all 
m anufacturers to use them, were oth- 


ei qualities equal. 
The cost of the 


glaze is, however, a m atter of little 


moment, if the working properties are 
go u n certain , that one cannot produce 


the largest possible proportion of lead­ 
less gazes in actual working on the 


large scale that has 
prevented and 


still prevents any such general use of 
leadless glazes as Dr. Thorpe declares 


to be possible. 
Th.e 
qualities 
by 


which w e judge of the working value 
of a glaze may be summed up as fol­ 
lows: 
1. It must possess the* same co-ef­ 


ficient of expansion as the ware to 


which it is applied in order to avoid 


“crazing” or “peeling.” 
2. It must run freely 
enough 
to 
cover the ware perfectly, with all its 
modeling, hut it must not flow so free­ 
ly as to run off straight side pieces. 


3. It must he clear and brilliant at 
such a temperature as will not deform 
the piece of ware, and must remain 
clear and brilliant at the lowest tem­ 
perature fountain a pottery oven. 
4. It must possess 
a 
sufficiently 


high refractive index as to be capable 
of giving the utmost brilliance to the 
colors used with it. 
5- 
When exposed in thin layers to 
the slow firing and long 
continued 
cooling obtained in certain parts of 
Pottery ovens, it must show no signs 
of devitrification. 
6- It must be of such a nature as to 
dissolve certain metallic oxides with­ 
out any unsightly separations and 
blotches. 
7 It must dip easily, and must not 
be readily detached from the pieces 
before firing, during the handling nec­ 
essary in cleaning and placing. 


These conditions are sufficiently well 
filled by the lead glazes in use in the 
trade, whereas the hest leadless glazes 
ifret known, and this, remember, after 


endless experiment, fulfill these con­ 
ations only partially and imperfectly. 


They need greater care at every stage 
of the process, and they can only be 
Educed at all satisfactory 
In 
the 
sPecialiy favored portions of an oven. 
We have, however, to fill the whole of 
ovens, and therefore it Is absurd 
• ay that leadless glazes are now 
Within reach of the manufacturers.

sufficiently 
high refractive index as to be capable 
of giving the utm ost brilliance to the 
colors used with it.

cooling obtained in certain parts of 
Pottery ovens, it m ust show no signs 
of devitrification.

fa rther on wa s found a woma n, still 
a live. 
She wa s the wife of the ma n 
a nd mother of the child. She, too, poor 
thing, died before she could rea ch the 
poorliouse, which stood within sight 
a nd ca ll of the spot where these pa ­ 
tient, helpless ones ha d fa llen down to 
die.” 
A sta rving ma n is devoid of judg­ 
ment a nd of most of his na tura l feel­ 
ings.

Topic For the W eek Begilnniiigr Aug, 
10, “ The W oes of the Drunkard." 
Ttex t, Prov . x x lli, 20-30. 


“ At the last lt-biteth like a serpent 
and stingeth like an'lidder.” 
From ancient times the ev il effects 
of alcoholic liquors hav e not changed. 
Some kinds may be more dangerous 
than others, but all kinds are too dan­ 
gerous to be used as a bev erage. 
No 
man can safely use them ex cept in 
case of ex treme necessity and then 
under the most skilled medical adv ice. 
Ev en iu such cases there arise ques­ 
tions as to the risk run. Some persons 
would better die than use alcoholics 
under any circumstances. Cases of re­ 
formed persons are not rare where 
a dose of brandy or other spirits would 
be almost certain to awaken an old ap­ 
petite and result in a return to former 
courses of drunkenness. 
Better for 
such a one to refuse to use It ev en as a 
medicine than to Inv ite almost certain 
ruin. 


The W orkingm en's Problem. 
The saloon question has long been 
the storm center of the temperance 
mov ement. 
All attempts to control it 
by legislation thus far hav e failed to 
reach the desired end. 
License and 
prohibition hav e both prov ed inade­ 
quate to restrict. . 
The plea tor the saloon has been that 
it is the poor man’s club and he has as 
much right to his social enjoy ment as 
the rich man in his club. 
The saloon 
is largely supported by workingmen. 
All attempts to suppress R by showing 
its great cost and the pov erty It brings 
on the poor man’s family by squander 
ing of wages, by v iolence and v ice as 
a result of drunkenness hav e accom 
nliahtfd-little comparativ ely .. In spite 


of all reform efforts the ev il grows. 
Vice, crime, distress, disease, discon­ 
tent, increase enormously . 
One new element, howev er, appears 
and giv es hope. Workingmen’s unions 
are becoming a power in the industrial 
world. The laborers of ev ery kind are 
banding together in stronger associa­ 
tion than ev er was before known. They 
are becoming associated and federated 
for help in cases of need. 
When any 
trade is refused its rights and a strike 
is ordered, the union assists to support 
the strikers. 
But the questions hav e 
arisen: Shall drinking men be helped? 
Shall the funds of the society be used 
to help the family of the men out of 
work only , or shall the saloon also be 
allowed to get a share? Some trades 
unions are making total abstinence a 
feature of their associations. 
If this 
can be enlarged, we hav e In it a far 
greater power for the suppression of 
the saloon than any which has hitherto 
appeared. 
Let the workingmen hav e their be­ 
nev olent and co-operativ e societies and 
aid each other. 
A proper regard for 
safety will suggest that help cannot 
be giv en any family to be spent in beer 
and whisky , but all assistance must be 
for food, shelter and the necessaries of 
life. 
Success to all unions which help 
the laboring man to a wider, higher 
purer life! 
The band of help is thè 
hand of strength.

The Pittsburg Post today contains 
the following account of the Verona 
tragedy, but all efforts to locate the 
Pearl mentioned in the 
article were 
unsuccessful: 
When Deputy Coroner Mark Donley 
went to Verona yesterday he found a 
trunkful of interest connecting Mrs. 
Allen Smith and her husband who 
shot and killed Howard McDade be­ 
cause of the latter’s attentions to the 
former. Mrs. Smith is in jail now, be­ 
ing held as a witness in the case. Her 
husband is still at large. McDade died 
yesterday. 
Mrs. Smith’s past seems cloaked in 
mystery. She is only 21 years old, yet 
there is evidence that she was mar­ 
ried once before. She has a child four 
years old, norw in the possession "of 
Alma Creel, of Parkersburg, W. 
Va. 
A letter was found written by Attor­ 
ney Joseph A. Watson, of 
Parkers­ 
burg, W. Va., and addressed to Alma 
Creel, stating: 
“Rosa Hall informs me that 
you 
have in your possession her four-year- 
old child and refuse to give her up. 
You will save trouble 
and expense 
by giving the child up on demand. If 
you do not suit will be brought against 
you." 
Rosa Hall and Mrs. Smith are one 
and the same. Hall is believed to be 
the 
name 
of 
her 
first 
hus­ 
band. 
Letters 
from 
Mrs. 
Smith’s 
sister, Pearl, written from Empire and 
East Liverpool, O., frequently 
refer 
to a child, Alma. 
Some of these let­ 
ters are of an extremely pathetic na­ 
ture. 
Deputy Coroner Donley visited Mrs. 
Smith at the jail yesterday and tried 
to get some information from her. 
Her silence 
was 
Sphinx-like. 
She 
would not admit that she had been 
married twice. She would not admit 
she had a child. She only insisted she 
had never had a child by Smith. She 
said she had 
married 
Smith three 
years ago and had been living at Ve­ 
rona three months. Previous to that 
time they had lived at Scott’s board­ 
ing house, in Second avenue, for a 
®hort time. That was as far back as 
*he would go. 
In a letter written to her by her sis­ 
ter at Empire, October 27, 1899, Pearl 
says: 
"Pap says that as long as we have 
* home you shall have one, too, and 
*e will do the batt we can by you and 
A thai.” 
Another letter written on March ll 
of the following year asks her: 
"Are you still working at the same 
Place?** That would indicate a sepa­ 
ration. A postscript to that letter in­ 
quires, “Oh, yes, have you got sweet 
little Athel now?" 
On May 14, 1900, the sister wrote 
from East Liverpool: 
“This is to let 
you know that we are being tossed 
around Uke a lot of old shoes. I am 


here with Mrs. Nidger. 
Pap sold all 
the things. I would just love to see 
Athal. 
Well, Rosa, I suppose 
you 
have no home now, but Pap says he 
will try to get one next winter. He 
is in Cumberland. 
He is just like a 
fish out of water. I’ve got this paper 
soaking wet. Now see the big tears. 
I am so out of heart I could jump 
in the river and drown myself.” 
In a letter written April 18, no year 
being mentioned, Pearl says: 
‘‘Come 
home, Rosa. Then you can stay when 
you get to be an old woman. Write 
soon and tell us all about it.” 
The tragedy 
has 
stirred Verona 
from one end to the other. Sympathy 
is divided. Just before McDade died 
he became repentant and called his 
family 
to 
his 
side and made his 
brothers kneel down and promise that 
they would let his end be an example 
to them. 
“It was all my fault, 
he 
said. 
Wm. J. McDade, a brother of the 
dead man, living at 1105 Larimer ave­ 
nue, East End, called at the morgue 
last night and identified the body. He 
said his brother was 19 years and 7 
months old and a plasterer. 
Drs. R. A. Reddick and S. D. Clark 
held an autopsy yesterday. The result 
is being held for the coroner’s jury, 
which will hold an inquest next Mon­ 
day. 
Wednesday Justice of the Peace J. 
E. McMurray, of Verona, took Me- 
Dade’s ante-mortem 
statement. 
The 
latter said he had been shot by Smith, 
who had kicked in the door. He said 
Smith tried to kick him 
a 
second 
time. 
He was too weak to sign his 
name and put down a cross.

As Ed Loomis and George Anderson 
were driving 
west on Sixth street 
last evening about 8:45 o’clock the 
horse, which was a spirited animal, 
became frightened at a passing street 
car and ran off. 
The driver was taken unaware and 
before he could recover control of the 
horse it had reached the pavement in 
front of the residence of Colonel J. 
N. Taylor. 
The animal collided with the iron 
fence where it makes the turn at the 
front gate and struggled along for a 
distance of 20 feet, finally getting its 
left 
front leg entangled in the iron 
pickets and fell with its entire weight 
on the top of the fence, forcing the 
sharp points into the animal’s flesh 
in several places. 
Quite a crowd had collected by this 
time and an effort was at once made 
to extract the

harness had been broken in

When the horse 
was gotten to the street and a light 
struck by a bystander it was discov­ 
ered that the horse was bleeding pro­ 
fusely from four wounds in its breast 
and stomach.

A merry war over the use of lead 
glaze in the potteries is on in England. 
An army of pink tea philanthropists 
headed by the Duchess of Sutherland. 
is agitating the 
substitution of lead- 
less glazes and exerting a political 
pull that is evidently 
causing 
the 
manufacturers some sleepless nights. 
In a long formal reply to the attacks 
of these enthusiasts, Secretary Rob­ 
ert Jamieson of the Longton & Fen­ 
ton China Manufacturers’ association, 
gums up the manufacturers’ stand in 
the following interesting 
and 
clear 
manner: 
So far as the mere cost of glaze is 
concerned, leadless glazes are proba­ 
bly at h‘ast 20 to 25 per cent cheaper 
than lead glazes, which in itself would 
be a sufficient reason to induce 
all 
manufacturers to use them, were oth- 
ei qualities equal. 
The cost of 
the 
glaze is, however, a matter of little 
moment, if the working properties are 
go uncertain, that one cannot produce 
the largest possible proportion of lead­ 
less gazes in actual working on the 
large scale that has 
prevented 
and 
still prevents any such general use of 
leadless glazes as Dr. Thorpe declares 
to be 
possible. 
Th.e 
qualities 
by 
which we judge of the working value 
of a glaze may be summed up as fol­ 
lows; 
1. It must possess the same co-ef- 
flcient of expansion as the ware 
to 
which it is applied in order to avoid 
“crazing” or “peeling.” 
2. It must run freely 
enough 
to 
cover the ware perfectly, with all its 
modeling, but it must not flow so free­ 
ly as to run off straight side pieces. 
3. It must be clear and brilliant at 
finch a temperature as will not deform 
the piece of ware, and must remain 
clear and brilliant at the lowest tem­ 
perature found-dn a pottery oven. 
4. It must possess 
a 
sufficiently 
high refractive index as to be capable 
giving the utmost brilliance to the 
colors used with It. 
5. 
When exposed in thin layers to 
the slow firing and long 
continued 
cooling obtained iii certain parts of 
Pottery ovens, It must show no signs 
of devitrification. 
6 
It must be of such a nature as to 
dissolve certain metallic oxides with­ 
out any unsightly 
separations 
and 


Notches. 
* 
it must dip easily, and must not 
he readily detached from 
the pieces 
before tiring, during the handling nec­ 
tary in cleaning and placing. 
These conditions are sufficiently well 
filled by the lead glazes in use in the 
trade, whereas the best leadless glazes 
yet known, and this, remember, after 
endless experiment, fulfill these con* 
' lions only partially and imperfectly. 
They need greater care at every stage 
°f the process, and they can only be 
Produced at all satisfactory 
In 
the 
specially favored portions of an oven. 
^shave, however, to fill the whole of 
0ur ovens, and therefore it Is absurd

'in Am erican pa pet a, I ha\e seen the pictures, I have seen the conditions in

and have refused to go to famine relief camps until at last death has stared 
them in the face, and unbearable distress has driven them out in search of 
help. Weary and hungry, they have laid themselves down to rest and have 
died before waiting. 
Not long before leaving India, while walking with a 
brother missionary at Ahrnedabad, not far from his house, he pointed to a 
tree at the roadside and said: “The other day I saw the emaciated figure of 
a man lying, face down, under that tree. 
On going near and touching the 
body I found it already stiff and cold. Examining it more carefully, I found 
one side torn away. evidently eaten by jackals. 
A couple of rods away lay 
the dead body of an infant. 
A little

farther on was found a woman, still 
alive. 
She was the wife of the man 
and motlier of the child. She, too. poor 
thing, died before she could reach the 
poorhouse, which stood within sight 
and call of the spot where these pa­ 
tient, helpless ones had fallen down to 
die.” 
A starving man is devoid of judg­ 
ment and of most of his natural feel­ 
ings. In April we received a group of 
famine girls. 
Among them was one 
who, although much emaciated, began 
to improve from the day she came to 
us. 
After a week she rapidly grew 
worse. 
In spite of everything that 
could be done for lier sin* soon died. 
We learned at last that, while she was 
so ill that we were giving her a few 
spoonfuls of nourishment at a time. 
raising her gently, because she seemed 
urn hie to make any effort to help her­ 
self. and even later, when she seemed 
unable to see or to speak, she had been 
dragging herself at intervals, when we 
were absent, out Into the garden, a dis­ 
t a n c e of AO yards, in order to get some 
green mangoes to eat.

The plea for the saloon has been that 
It Is the poor man’s club and he has as 
much right to his social enjoyment as 
the rich man In his club. The saloon 
Is largely supported by workingmen. 
All attempts to suppress R by showing 
its great cost aud the poverty it brings 
on the poor man’s family by squander­ 
ing of wages, by violence and vice as 
rn result of drunkenness have accom- 
nllalmd *llttle co amora ti veil. 
In suite 


of all reform efforts the evil grows. 
Vice, crime, distress, disease, discon­ 
tent, Increase enormously. 
One new element, however, appears 
and gives hope. Workingmen’s unions 
are becoming a power in the industrial 
world. The laborers of every kind are 
banding together in stronger associa­ 
tion than ever was before known. They 
are becoming associated and federated 
for help in cases of need. When any 
trade is refused its rights aud a strike 
is ordered, the union Assists to support 
the strikers. 
But the questions have 
arisen: 8ball drinking men be helped? 
Shall the funds of the society be used 
to help the family of the men out of 
work only, or shall the saloon also be 
allowed to get a share? Some trades 
unions are making total abstinence a 
feature of their associations. 
If this 
can be enlarged, we have In it a far 
greater power for the suppression of 
the saloon than any which bas hitherto 
appeared. 
Let the workingmen have their be­ 
nevolent and co-operative societies and 
aid each other. 
A proper regard for 
safety will suggest that help cannot 
be given any family to be spent In beer 
aud whisky, but all assistance must bs 
for food, shelter and the necessaries of 
life. Success to all unions which help 
the laboring man to a wider, higher, 
purer life! 
The band of help Is the 
hand of strength.
